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SEMESTER CONVERSION UPDATE 





Since the Conversion news was announced in 
August, TSUD faculty, staff, and administration 
have been busily planning and preparing for the 
conversion from quarters to semesters effective 
fall term of 1999. Four committees were formed 
to plan and organize the conversion process. The 
Semester Conversion Steering Committee will 
develop the semester academic calendar and coor- 
dinate planning among the other committees. The 
Academic Committee will revise curriculum, 
define degree requirements, and develop a master 
schedule into the first semester year. The Student 
Concerns Committee will plan advisement and 
training, develop financial aid and admissions 
deadlines, inform the public, and plan and imple- 
ment all technology changes. The Business and 
Finance Committee will develop payment plans 
and assist other areas in determining other costs 
associated with semester conversion. 

A Calendar Committee has been established to 
develop the academic calendar through Fall 
Semester 1999. The committee has met on sever- 
al ocassions and has submitted its calendar rec- 
ommendations to Dr. Malone for his review. The 
Administrative Council will be the next body to 
review, revise, and recommend the new academic 
calendar. 

A Semester Conversion Workshop with per- 
sonnel from TSU-Troy, Wallace College, 
Enterprise State Junior College, and LBW Jr. 
College is scheduled for January 30, 1998. The 
workshop is planned in an effort to communicate 
ideas, problems, solutions, calendars, procedures, 
and any other mechanisms to better serve our stu- 
dents and to make the transition process work as 
smoothly as possible. 


The Academic Committee has devised a 
timetable for the presentation of program propos- 
als by each college/school to the Academic and 
Graduate Councils. The plan is to have all pro- 
grams presented to the Academic and Graduate 
Councils during Winter Quarter 1998 and Spring 
Quarter 1998. 

The Student Concerns Committee reported 
that Dr. Alford would meet with the deans and 
assistant deans in early December to discuss the 
faculty’s input on advisement changes. The com- 
mittee is in the process of developing forms to 
assist with the semester transition that include 
conversion tables, checksheets, and spreadsheets 
that use formulas to compare courses which were 
taken in the quarter system and determine which 
courses the student will need in the semester sys- 
tem. 

The Business and Finance Committee is cur- 
rently working on a payment plan to assist stu- 


~ dents with tuition expenses. There is a possibility 


that a “reward” system be established for students 
who pay their account early. 

There is much work ahead as TSUD prepares 
for this monumental transition in 1999, but we are 
well on the way to meeting the challenge.

Higher education changes in response to an evolving society 


Changing demographics, lifestyle conveniences, and technology have 
resulted in stimulating the growth of distance education. Traditional interac- 
tions between students, faculty, institutions, and facilities are being altered. 
What are the implications for library services? 

The Network of Alabama Academic Libraries (NAAL) is responding to 
these trends by “collaborating to assure all students in Alabama with conve- 
nient access to appropriate information resources needed for their educa- 


| tion.” Specific goals to be met to accomplish this vision are: 


...Ensure universal access to core materials and information needed for stu- 
dents and faculty in Alabama higher education institutions, regardless of the 
geographic location or size of the institution or the mode of instructional 
delivery: traditional residential, off-campus, or distance learning, and 
..I mprove information services and support through increased sharing of 


| library resources among educational institutions. 


Guidelines reiterate the principles and strategies of the Criteria of 
Accreditation (SACS), and Guidelines for Extended Academic Library 
Services adopted by the Association for Colleges and Research Libraries. _ 
The principles include NAAL institutions enrolling students for courses pro- 
vided for off-campus should take responsibility for: 

1. Communication. This responsibility includes communicating to faculty 
teaching courses off-campus the information needed to ensure that students 
have access to information comparable to that of on-campus students; facul- 
ty should communicate to students the specific arrangements made to access 
information services that support the course; and notification of courses 
taught to local libraries in areas where off-campus courses are being taught. 
2. Coordination. Institutions should be responsible for supporting and coor- | 
dinating responsible and efficient access to library and other information 
resources, services, and the necessary technological infrastructure; providing 
access to online electronic databases for its off-campus students and faculty; 


| achieving a common level of access to library resources and services by pro- 


viding WWW access to support online access to the library catalog, e-mail 
for off-campus students, electronic document delivery for off-campus stu- 
dents, and a library homepage. 

3. Collaboration. Institutions should collaborate with other public and pri- 
vate entities in the off-campus community to ensure that the information 
needs of off-campus students and faculty are met; contract with other 
libraries to provide the information resources and services needed for off- 
campus courses; evaluate the adequacy of information resources and ser- 


| vices provided to its off-campus students and faculty. 


In addition, each library should provide a central contact for off-campus 
students and faculty. Contact may be provided by telephone, e-mail, or fax. 

Each area of library services will be impacted. The Library’s book col- 
lection, online information services, interlibrary loan services, reference 
assistance, and reciprocal borrowing agreements will have to be examined 
and tailored to meet the needs of off-campus students and faculty. The good 
news is that distance learning and electronic database access seem to be
